Fury at homes plan for 
Barton Road car park

OPPOSITION is mounting against 
plans to build new homes on Ely’s 
Barton Road car park. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) has applied - to it¬ 
self - to build a terrace of six town 
houses and five apartments on an 
area of the long-stay car park, in the 
city’s conservation area. 

The authority plans to man¬ 
age and deliver the development 
through its Local Authority Trad¬ 
ing Company, and says building the 
new homes is a good way of raising 
income through the use of “under 
utilised land”. 

However, residents in the Barton 
Road area say the new homes will 
destroy part of Ely’s heritage. 

They have also accused the coun¬ 
cil of trying to “steamroll” the pro¬ 
posal through the planning process 
by lodging the application less than 
a week before Christmas. 

Charles Devereux, of Barton 
Road, said: “I live within 50 yards 
of the planned development. I was 
aghast to learn of this by chance 
from a neighbour, despite being

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one of the closest receptors to the 
development. 

“The application was lodged just 
under a week before Christmas, 
with a minimal consultation pe¬ 
riod. Even the most fair-minded 
individual would conclude that this 
smacks of an attempt to steamroll¬ 


er the application when most peo¬ 
ple are distracted by Christmas.” 

Steve Johnson said: “The car park 
provides an ideal location for peo¬ 
ple coming into the city... Without 
this facility, where would these 
drivers go?” 

He added: “Three-storey build¬ 


ings will ruin the view of the cathe¬ 
dral from the Barton Road aspect 
- especially from the King’s Junior 
School field. The face of Ely may be 
changing, but this might be a step 
too far.” 

The council says the design of 
the properties has been inspired 


by Waddington Terrace in St Mary’s 
Street, and that with “clever reor¬ 
ganisation there will be no loss 
of car parking spaces when the 
scheme is complete”. 

Cllr Bill Hunt, chairman of the 
council’s asset development com¬ 
mittee, said: “Local authorities 
across the country are looking into 
innovative ways to fund the servic¬ 
es which their communities need. 

“One way is to make better use of 
assets which are no longer of any 
value to you - the area of land we 
own at Barton Road is an excellent 
example of this. 

“Our project will develop new 
housing which is sensitive to its lo¬ 
cation and doesn’t undermine car 
parking space in Ely. It will deliver 
homes, work for local companies 
and money for council projects 
which I think is a excellent example 
of the council working for its resi¬ 
dents.” 

Following complaints, the coun¬ 
cil has now extended the consulta¬ 
tion period until January 22.

TWO prolific shoplifters 
have been banned from 
every single shop in Ely city 
centre. 

Police have made Luke 
Badcock, 28, and Michael 
King, 35, subject to a 
Criminal Behaviour Order, 
which makes it a criminal 


offence for them to enter Ely 
city centre together. 

The pair are also 
prohibited from entering 
any shop in the city centre, 
as well as Ely Cathedral, the 
BP Witchford Road service 
station, Lisle Lane and 
Sainsbury's, Tesco or Aldi, St 


Johns Road and the One- 
Stop shop, and St Mary's 
Street and the Nisa shop, 
unless to collect prescription 
medication from Lloyds 
Pharmacy at St Mary's 
Surgery.

Plumber, 30, 
conned couple 


A PLUMBER has been 
branded a conman after 
trying to defraud an elderly 
couple out of £1,000. 

Gareth Scott Redford, 30, 
was given a cheque for com¬ 
pleting work for a couple 
who are both in their 80s. 
He then altered the cheque 
in an attempt to claim an 
amount £1,000 greater than 
that he was to be paid for. 

Redford, of Blaydon Place, 
Sutton, appeared at Cam¬ 
bridge Magistrates’ Court on 
Tuesday. He pleaded guilty 
to attempting to defraud 
an elderly couple who had 
come to view him as a friend 
having used his services be¬ 
fore. 

The court heard that, in

March, Redford agreed to 
carry out some work for the 
couple for £2,400. He was 
given a cheque, which he 
then altered to read £3,400. 

Prosecuting, Paul Brown 
said: “[The victim’s] wife no¬ 
ticed the account had been 
debited for too much. She 
called Mr Redford and he 
agreed the cheque had been 
changed but blamed the 
bank. 

“The bank showed her the 
cheque had been altered 
and she accused Mr Red¬ 
ford of altering the cheque. 
He said he would give the 


£1,000 back but asked her 
not to go to the police.” 

In April the bank, realis¬ 
ing a fraud had taken place, 
refunded the whole cheque 
to the couple. Redford also 
gave back the £1,000. The 
work, however, has never 
been carried out. 

The victim had known 
Redford for over a year. 

“I couldn’t believe some¬ 
one we trusted would do 
that to us,” he said. 

Redford was handed a 
12-month community order 
and told to pay £145.

Don't be victim to 
bogus charity calls 

POLICE are calling on residents in the Ely area 
to not fall victim to bogus charity callers. 

The warning comes after three men 
aged around 18 or 19 targeted residents in 
Littleport around Christmas pretending to be 
from Macmillan Cancer Support. 

As is the case with most charities, Macmillan 
have confirmed that they never send 
collectors out in groups, never ask for cash on 
the doorstep and that all collectors must have 
visible ID. 

A police spokesman said: "If you are elderly 
or vulnerable answer the door with the 
security chain on and refuse entry to anyone 
you are not familiar with. 

"Always ask for ID - a proper representative 
will always provide it and you can always call 
the company or charity to verify that person. 

"Never feel bad about turning someone 
away." Call 101 with any information.

catch burglars

AN elderly man and his wife 
who were the victims of an 
aggravated burglary have 
spoken of their terrifying or¬ 
deal when masked men with 
a crowbar burst into their 
home. 

Charles Silverman, 79, and 
his wife, Barbara Lesley, 76, 
were watching TV at their 
home in Upware, near Ely, 
when they heard a knock at 
the door at 8.15pm on De¬ 
cember 1. 

Charles said: “We were sit¬ 
ting in our lounge when I 
heard a knock at the door. 
I looked out of the window 
but couldn’t see anything so I 
shouted to ask who it was. 

“I heard someone say my 
name so I opened the door 
and that’s when four men 
wearing balaclavas burst 
in. One of them had an iron 
crowbar. 

“They tore the phone wires 
out of the wall and one of the 
men went into the lounge

and kept my wife there. An¬ 
other one went upstairs and 
turned our bedroom up¬ 
side down while a different 
masked man kept watch at 
the door.” 

The couple are now offer¬ 
ing a £15,000 reward in a bid 
to identify the thieves and re¬ 
cover items stolen, which in¬ 


cludes Charles’ diamond ring 
and two mobile phones. 

Charles, who is still recov¬ 
ering from triple heart bypass 
surgery which he had last De¬ 
cember, said: “The men took 
a diamond ring off my finger 
and two mobile phones. I 
was forced on to the floor and 
shouted to my wife ‘quick get 
a doctor, my heart’s going’. 

“That’s when they ran 
away. My wife has been left 
scared of being in the house 
and has had to stay at my 
daughter’s. Both of us are 
now wary of anybody coming 
to the door and I don’t want 
to answer the door anymore.” 

Charles said the police have 
been “excellent” through¬ 
out the ordeal and is urging 
anyone with any information 
about the burglary to call 
them on 101, or Crimestop- 
pers, anonymously, on 0800 
555111. 

Detective Constable Steven 
Gilbey said: “This was a terri¬ 
fying ordeal for the victims. 
We urge anyone with infor¬ 
mation to contact us.”

Firm pays out 
for failing to 
meet targets 


THE company behind Cam¬ 
bridgeshire’s streetlights 
contract has been hit in 
the pocket to the tune of 
£370,000 for poor perfor¬ 
mance. 

Balfour Beatty has been 
charged with the deduction 
by Cambridgeshire County 
Council for its work replac¬ 
ing and maintaining the 
county’s streetlights - a pro¬ 
cess that has left many com¬ 
munities across the Ely area 
angry and bemused. 

The deductions relate to 
a period since the PFI con¬ 
tract began in July 2011, and 
have been dished out when 
Balfour Beatty failed to 
reach certain performance 
targets. 

Examples include when 
contractors fail to attend

a streetlight that has been 
knocked down within an 
hour or Balfour Beatty fails 
to answer the phone within 
six rings. 

The penalties incurred for 
the 2014/15 period were the 
highest yet, at £126,000. 

The bulk of the deduc¬ 
tions - some £308,000 - are 
for reactive maintenance. 

The second biggest de¬ 
duction of £52,000 is for its 
‘contract management and 
customer interface’, with 
the lack of consultation and 
response by Balfour Beatty 
frequently among residents’ 
biggest gripes. 

The council and Balfour 
Beatty insist they are work¬ 


ing more closely together 
than ever. 

They were also insistent 
the money was ‘deductions’ 
rather than ‘fines’. 

A Balfour Beatty spokes¬ 
woman said: “Balfour Be¬ 
atty Living Places and Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council 
continue to work closely to 
improve the delivery of the 
new street lighting across 
the county. 

“While we continue to 
monitor progress, we are 
pleased with the improve¬ 
ments and the good work¬ 
ing relationship between 
ourselves and the council.”

An edited copy of a letter sent to the 
district council: 

I LIVE on Barton Road, within 50 
yards (and in full view of) the planned 
development in the Barton Road car 
park. 

I was aghast to learn of this by chance 
from a neighbour, despite being 
one of the closest receptors to the 
development. 

I have received no material consulting 
me on this proposal which is an utter 
disgrace. 

Therefore whilst I object to the 
development, my formal position 
is that the consultation has been 
improperly conducted and the 
application should be withdrawn. 

I object on the following grounds 

1) The application is being made 
by ECDC and judged by them as 
well. The application was lodged 
just under a week before Christmas, 
with a minimal consultation period. 
Even the most fair-minded individual 
would conclude that this smacks 

of an attempt to steamroller the 
application when most people are 
distracted by Christmas. Therefore 
I feel that the governance of this 
application must be open to critical 
scrutiny. 

2) Ely depends for its prosperity on 
being a regional centre. This derives 
from those arriving by car, and by 
coach. For those arriving by coach, 
the removal of the existing facility 
can only serve to deter those coach 
firms which have an option of taking 
a party to Ely or going somewhere 
else. It seems incredible to me that 

a local authority which should be 
encouraging economic development 
is instead making a proposal whose 
net effect will be to drive people 
away from the city. All the efforts 
by the local community of the last 
few years; promoting the market, 
the cathedral and the many annual 
festivals and events are for naught 
if people simply cannot access the 
city as a direct result of short sighted 
action by the local authority. 

3) The entrance to the car park will 
now be narrow; I wonder whether 
the fire service will be able to confirm 
the adequacy of this entrance to 
allow access by their appliances. 

4) At the moment, Barton Road car 
park is an open area, well lit and 
visible from the main road. The 
erection of these houses (and the use 
of the present council storage area 
by the side of the youth centre) will 
make the whole area much more 
hidden, and a paradise for anti-social 
activity. 

5) The proposed houses all have only 
one car parking space. Inevitably 
most houses will need two spaces, 
especially the 4 bedroom houses so 
(notwithstanding the rarely enforced 
parking order) a proportion of the 
spaces in Barton Road car park will

Not the way to 
raise money 

AS local residents are slowly 
becoming aware, owing to very 
limited publicity, ECDC has applied 
to itself for planning permission to 
build 11 houses on the Barton Road 
frontage of the well established 
and useful community facility - the 
Cathedral Car Park. 

When talking to local residents, 
there has been almost universal 
condemnation of this ill thought out 
project. 

There are many reasons why the 


proposal is unacceptable but I 
want to draw particular attention 
to the harm to the character of 
Ely Conservation area. The row of 
three-storey houses will cut off the 
wide and open view over the car 
park towards St Mary's Church, 
the Cathedral and Ely Porta. The 
parked cars and coaches are not a 
pretty sight when seen from Barton 
Road, but the eye is drawn to the 
spectacular profile of the Cathedral, 
which, under this proposal, will be 
lost to view apart from a glimpse 
through the access way. 

The car park is on the site of the old 
parade ground which has long been 
part of a large tract of open space 
including King's playing field. There 
is also an important view southwards 
from the footpath opposite the Prince 
Albert pub towards the playing field 
and the magnificent lime trees along 
Barton Road. The open scene will 
be lost and replaced by a view of the 
backs of these bulky and bland mock 
Georgian houses which are out of 
character with the rest of the road. 
The parade ground was established 
in the aftermath of the Littleport 
Riots, when it was decided that Ely 
needed it's own Militia. 2016 is the 
bicentenary of the riots - perhaps 
not the best time for ECDC to be 
destroying part of our heritage. 

I understand that with such severe 
Government constraints on Local 
Councils ECDC is desperate to raise 
money - but this is not the way to 
do it.

TRIBUTES have poured in to a long- 
serving councillor and family man 
who has lost his battle with cancer. 

Cambridgeshire County Cllr Philip 
Read, a retired farmer, died on De¬ 
cember 19. 

Cllr Read, who was made an Hon¬ 
orary Alderman of the county council 
in 2005, was first elected in 1975. He 
represented the community of Sut¬ 
ton - the village in which he grew up 
and lived - on the council for around 
40 years.

Leader of Cambridgeshire County 
Council, Steve Count, said: “Philip 
will be sadly missed by us all. 

“He gave decades of public service 
to the community where he grew up 
and lived, and he always made it clear 
that Sutton and East Cambridgeshire 
was at the heart of what he did.” 

Ely-based county and district Cllr 


Mike Rouse said: “Philip was an ex¬ 
traordinary, one-off character who I 
have known since I was a young boy. 

“He was a real character - full of 
stories and incredibly amusing. As a 
politician, he was forthright and was 
never afraid to speak his mind. He did 
an incredible amount for Sutton; the 
village he loved, and he will be sadly 
missed.” 

County and district Cllr Bill Hunt 
said: “I have known for Philip for 
around 60 years. He was an inde¬ 
pendent, determined man who stood 
up for what he believed in. We had 
our differences over the years but he 
was a superb councillor for Sutton.” 

Cllr Read’s funeral is being held at 
St Andrew’s Church, Sutton, on Tues¬ 
day, fanuary 5 at 1pm. 

The family have requested no flow¬ 
ers, but if anybody wishes to make a 
donation, these should be made to 
the oncology department of Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital.

Fly tipper fined 
almost £1,000 


A MAN has been fined al¬ 
most £1,000 after two dog 
walkers caught him fly tip¬ 
ping. 

David Jeakins, 30, of 
Mildenhall Road, Littleport, 
was seen removing parts of 
an old shed from his van and 
dumping them in a lay by in 
Thetford Road, Mildenhall, 
one evening in April. 

Jeakins appeared at Bury 
St Edmunds Magistrates’ 
Court where he pleaded 
guilty to depositing con¬ 
trolled waste otherwise in 
accordance with an envi¬ 
ronmental permit. 

The court heard that the 
two dog walkers confronted 
Jeakins, who quickly closed 
the doors of his van and 
drove off. 

Nigel Dulieu, prosecuting 
on behalf of Forest Heath 
District Council FHDC, said 
the two witnesses then re¬ 
ported the information and 
the company’s van details to 
council enforcement officer 
Dominic Owner. 

Jeakins told the council 
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when interviewed under 
caution that he had bought 
the shed earlier that day and 
had stopped in the lay by 
while his partner changed 
their daughter’s nappy. 

He said he then realised 
the shed was not in as good 
condition as he had thought 
and decided to dump it. 

Magistrates heard that af¬ 
ter being confronted, Jeak¬ 
ins put the rest of the shed in 
a woodpile at his firm’s yard. 

The bench fined Jeakins 
£250 and ordered him to 
pay court charges of £J80, a 
victim surcharge of £25 and 
council costs of £524.54. 

Following the prosecu¬ 
tion, Cllr David Bowman, 
cabinet member for op¬ 
erations at FHDC, said: “I 
would like to thank the two 
residents who spotted this 
and called it in. 

“If it wasn’t for them, this 
fly tipper may have got away 


with dumping this rubbish, 
leaving the tax payer with 
the clean up bill. It simply 
isn’t on.” 

Only last week the Gov¬ 
ernment announced that it 
intends to give local coun¬ 
cils the power to issue fixed 
penalty fines to fly tippers. 

In a response to the De¬ 
partment of Communi¬ 
ties and Focal Government 
Select Committee’s report 
on Fitter and Fly tipping in 
England, the Government 
also said it would consider 
proposals to increase the 
fines for littering. 

Dave White, waste cham¬ 
pion at East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire District Council, said: 
“We welcome any new tool 
which helps us as a council 
to tackle fly tipping which 
will help to improve the 
place we live and work.”

Railway line is 
now in hands of 
the community 


THE Hereward Line has been 
designated a community rail 
service by the Government 
- giving passengers in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire more say on how 
the services are run. 

Services on the 29-mile route 
between Ely and Peterborough 
will continue to be operated 
by train companies, including 
Abellio Greater Anglia. 

However, this will now be 
with the support of the Here¬ 
ward Community Rail Partner¬ 
ship (CRP), which will be made 
up of local organisations, train 
operators, councils, rail users 
and other interest groups, and 
which will have direct input in 
securing better services and 
station facilities. 

Rail Minister Claire Perry 
said: “This railway provides a 
vital link for rural communi¬ 
ties, businesses and visitors 
across the Fens. 

“It makes perfect sense that 
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locals should be directly in¬ 
volved in improving these ser¬ 
vices and identifying priorities 
for developing the route. 

“I look forward to seeing the 
Hereward Line CRP help give 
a new lease of life to the route, 
ensuring its long-term future. 

“This is good news for the lo¬ 
cal economy and means better 
journeys for customers.” 

Hereward Line CRP chair¬ 
man, Cllr Simon King, said: 
“This official designation will 
give the partnership the formal 
recognition it deserves. 

“It will help us continue to 
play our part in improving ser¬ 
vices for local people, not least 
by giving us access to some ad¬ 
ditional funding. 

“In the three years since 


our launch we have already 
achieved a great deal, both in 
securing better train services 
and improving facilities at lo¬ 
cal stations. 

“Having this more formal 
status will undoubtedly help 
us to build on those achieve¬ 
ments.” 

Jamie Buries, managing di¬ 
rector for Abellio Greater An¬ 
glia, said: “We’re very pleased 
that the Hereward Line has 
gained Community Rail desig¬ 
nation status. 

“Designation will provide 
more opportunities to build 
further partnerships, secure 
more funding for more pro¬ 
jects and help the line contin¬ 
ue to thrive in the future.” 

Nineteen rail lines around 
the country have been des¬ 
ignated as community lines 
since 2005, along with a fur¬ 
ther 20 as community rail ser¬ 
vices since 2005.

New station is 
‘vital’ for town 


UPGRADING the Ely North 
Junction might have been 
postponed but council chiefs 
are pressing ahead with re¬ 
opening Soham railway sta¬ 
tion. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council and East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council 
have reaffirmed their com¬ 
mitment to developing the 
business case to bring a rail¬ 
way station back to the town. 

The authorities are work¬ 
ing with Network Rail to take 
the Soham station project a 
step forward through what is 
called the ‘GRIP 3’ process. 

This will involve developing 
more detailed plans for a sta¬ 
tion and the services needed 
to make it viable. It will also 
look at the levels of invest¬ 
ment required to re-build the 
station. 

Cllr James Palmer, leader of 
the district council, said: “So¬ 
ham and East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire are growing - creating 
jobs, encouraging investment 
and bringing people to live in 
the area. 
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“If we are to support this 
growth in the future we need 
to deliver the infrastructure 
which is needed. 

“The station project is vi¬ 
tal to the town and its hopes 
of thriving in the future. This 
is why I am passionate to de¬ 
liver a piece of infrastructure 
which I believe will make a 
huge difference not just to So¬ 
ham but to Cambridgeshire 
as a whole.” 

Network Rail announced 
that the Ely North Junction 
will not be upgraded until at 
least 2019 earlier this month. 

The upgrades were due 
to be finished in the current 
spending round, which runs 
until 2019, however Network 
Rail has announced that the 
work will take place in the 
next spending period, which 
runs from 2019 until 2024. 

Bosses say the delays are 
“to allow co-ordination with 
safety critical level crossing 


works nearby.” 

By doubling the junction, 
which is located at Queen Ad¬ 
elaide, it would allow trains 
to run every half hour from 
Cambridge to King’s Lynn and 
Norwich. 

Soham station opened in 
1879, and for years was a focal 
point of town life. But it was 
destroyed on June 2, 1944, af¬ 
ter a consignment of bombs 
travelling through the town 
caught fire. 

Re-opening the station 
could provide a direct rail link 
to Ely, Cambridge, Peterbor¬ 
ough, Bury St Edmunds and 
Ipswich. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Cllr Ian Bates, chairman for 
the environment transport 
and economy committee, 
said: “Moving forward with 
the GRIP 3 technical work is 
another sign that we are mak¬ 
ing real progress towards a 
new station in Soham. 

“This work is a vital part of 
the process to provide the in¬ 
frastructure which the town 
deserves.”

“Callum works tirelessly to raise 
money for the charity he and his 
parents set up in memory of his 
brother, and we’re honoured to 
help him in any way we can.” 

After a few days catching up 
with family and friends - and 
applying to universities to study 
politics - Callum flew out to 
America on Tuesday and on Janu¬ 
ary 4 he will start to cycle from 
the West Coast of America to the 
East Coast. He aims to finish the 
18,000-mile challenge in New 
York in March or April. 

Callum said: “There are defi¬ 
nitely days when you miss eve¬ 
ryone and I’m so grateful that I 
got to catch up with everyone at 
Christmas.

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Be careful what you tweet 


HMRC is using a massive data- 
mining tool to catch tax evaders, 
and that includes snooping on 
social media accounts. So should 
we be censoring our online 
selves? Katie Wright finds out 

Posting a photo of an artfully-arranged plate 
at a posh restaurant is one of social media's 
greatest joys - or irritations, depending on who 
you ask - but did you know your #foodporn 
snap could land you in trouble with the tax 
man? 

That's because HM Revenue & Customs uses a 
data-driven behemoth to sniff out tax dodgers. 
Called Connect, the tool has "the capacity to 
highlight patterns in HMRC's rich reserves of 
taxpayer and third party data, allowing us to 
find anomalies between such things as bank 
interest, property income and other lifestyle 
indicators, and a customer's stated tax liability". 
An extremely powerful system, Connect 
uncovers in minutes what a fleet of private 
investigators beavering away could take weeks 
to find. 

It's aimed at a whole raft of tax avoidance 
strategies - from errors and legal loopholes to 
outright fraud - but also uses social media to 


identify discrepancies and to try and plug the 
estimated £34 billion annual tax gap. 

So if your Facebook page is an endless parade 
of expensive-looking holidays, dinners and 
shopping trips, but you're paying very little tax, 
the bods at HMRC are going to want to know 
why. 

Since its pilot in 2008, the data-mining 
approach has netted an extra £3 billion in 
tax revenue, part of the reason the tax gap is 
steadily declining - it was down 6.4% last year. 
But is it really fair to use social media as a 
barometer for a person's wealth? 

What if you are taken out for dinner at a new 
restaurant but you don't foot the bill? 

Or if you snag a designer coat at a cut-price 
sample sale - could you be penalised for your 
thriftiness? 

In reality, you're probably safe, because nabbing 
Twitter show-offs isn't Connect's priority. 

It's mostly used to target big-time fraudsters 
who are hiding businesses or off-shore 
accounts, plus it relies on public data (but can 
demand that companies hand over data if a tax 
case depends on it). 

If anything, though, this social site trawling 
might have an unintended benefit: it might 
cause humble braggers - people who post 
ostensibly self-deprecating statuses just to 
highlight their lavish lifestyles - to keep schtum.

BOOKING ESSENTIAL 
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Beware the 
awestruck effect 

Beware the "awestruck effect" of too-charismatic leaders in 
the workplace, says study co-authored at Cambridge Judge 
Business School 

v 




"Charismatic leaders should be aware of their 
emotionally suppressive effect on followers,"says 
the study published in The Leadership Quarterly, 
noting the potentially "perilous consequences" of 
emotion suppression."Although putting followers 
in awe may reinforce the leaders'standing in the 
group, awestruck followers are unlikely to benefit 
the group in the long-term." 

The study also finds that leaders who show 
individual consideration tend to encourage 
followers'emotional expression; while this 
may circumvent the negative implications of 
emotion suppression, at "rampant" levels such 
expressiveness can be detrimental because it 
violates workplace norms and can thus cause 
conflict and harm employee coordination. 

The study was conducted by Jochen Menges, 
University Lecturer in Organisational Behaviour at 
Cambridge Judge Business School and Professor 
of Leadership at WHU - Otto Beisheim School 
of Management in Germany, Martin Kilduff of 
University College London, Sarah Kern of WHU - 
Otto Beisheim, and Heike Bruch of University of St. 
Gallen in Switzerland. 

The study - entitled "The awestruck effect: 
Followers suppress emotion expression in 
response to charismatic but not individually 
considerate leadership" - is based on responses to 
various leadership scenarios by several hundred 
research participants at universities and companies 
in Germany and Switzerland. 

Although previous studies had looked at how 
charismatic leaders influence followers'emotional 
experience, the new study focuses instead on how 
followers regulate their emotional expressiveness 
in response to charismatic leaders - and does so by 
examining separately the effect of both a leader's 
charisma and individualised consideration on 


followers. 

"Charismatic leaders stir the hearts of their 
followers and entice them with mesmerising 
messages, and so followers hail their leader," said 
the study. "But followers, in their admiration of 
the leader, are also likely to become awestruck 
- overwhelmed with emotion that they are too 
intimidated to express." 

Such inhibition of expressiveness can deploy 
mental resources and thus impair the cognitive 
processing capacity of followers - which may make 
them less able to evaluate the actual messages 
of charismatic leaders, and therefore make them 
"more likely to endorse such leaders with little 
scrutiny." 

If there is such an impairment of cognitive 
functioning, "then charismatic leadership may 
carry costs for followers that have thus far 
been overlooked,"the study says. "Charismatic 
leadership may have a dark side for followers 
irrespective of whether leaders'goals are moral or 
immoral." 

"Given the perilous consequences of emotion 
suppression, charismatic leaders need to find 
ways to release followers' emotions, perhaps by 
temporarily reducing their own status at times or 
by offering individualised consideration,"the study 
concludes. 

So how can followers of charismatic leaders defend 
themselves against such consequences? One 
potential route, the study says, is for followers 
to "mentally" reduce the status of charismatic 
leaders - because "it is not uncommon for people 
to remind themselves that a leader they admire is 
only human."

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I T'S reckoned that one per 
cent of British drivers now use 
a dash camera every day and 
that number is rising fast. Dash- 
cam footage can help avoid 
disputes between drivers when 
it comes to settling an insurance 
claim and they can also help 
catch dangerous drivers. 

Police forces across the UK 
are now willing and keen to use 
dash-cam footage to prosecute 
drivers who perform dangerous 
and illegal manoeuvres. 

However, with more drivers now 
fitting dash-cams to their cars, 
the amount of video evidence 
is multiplying and means police 
forces can only deal with the 
more serious incidents. 

This means drivers must 
become more discerning in 
the footage they provide to the 
police to avoid wasting valuable 
police time. Often what a driver 
considers to be poor driving 
on the part of another motorist 
would not warrant police 
intervention or merely result in 
the driver being stopped and 
given a ticking off by the police. 

Dash-cam footage of 
genuinely dangerous driving will 
always be taken seriously by the 
police and used as evidence 
to help prosecute those who 
drive badly. Footage that shows 
the sort of mediocre driving 
standards we all experience 
every day is much less likely 
to be greeted with a police 
response. 

Common sense is required 
by all drivers and that includes

when using a dash-cam. If you 
see someone driving badly, it 
makes sense to send that video 
clip to the police. If nothing 
else, it makes the police aware 
of the incident, the vehicle's 
identity and that location may 
be a hazard hot spot. 

Sending the police a video 
of a driver committing an act 
of rude or poor driving, such 
as jumping a queue of traffic, 
will not be welcomed because 
it's just one those incidents we 
all have to put up with. This is 
not to excuse the bad driving 
of others, but simply the reality 
that some drivers do not abide 
by the same standards as most 
others. 

Using a dash-cam is a great 
idea to help protect drivers from 
others making bogus claims 
when it comes to insurance 
incidents. However, dash-cams 
can be a double-edged device 
and those using them must 
remember the camera is also 
recording their driving all the 
time it is operating. 


If you are going to use a 
dash-cam, make sure your 
driving is within the law and up 
to the standard expected in the 
Highway Code. If not, providing 
dash-cam footage to the police 
might alert them to another 
driver's dangerous driving and 
your own. 

One other caveat to bear in 
mind when using a dash-cam 
is to remember you have a 
responsibility to your own safety 
and that of all other road users. 
If you see someone driving 
badly, do not try to follow 
them in an attempt to capture 
it on the dash-cam as you 
may well find yourself driving 
dangerously. Always stick to the 
rules of the road. 

Dash-cams are a great idea 
to help lessen the risks of false 
insurance claims from other 
drivers and help the police 
catch bad driving. Like all 
technology, though, it is only as 
good as the person operating it, 
so be a responsible dash-cam 
user.
